Board of Palatine feel that your 
gentle rebuke directed ag ainst this 
Board which was published in last 
week’s issue of your 
paper, 
al­ 
though slig htly sugar-coated, was 
entirely unwarranted. 
The Board is of the opinion that 
if the editor had first gone out with 
a pick and shovel and attempted to 
remove some of the frozen ice oiii 
the streets in front of his home he 
would have been convinced how ut­ 
terly impossible would have been 
the task of attempting 
to remove 
the ice from all the streets in the 
Village and at what unreasonable 
expense. 
This Board has made it a prac­ 
tice to keep its expenditures with­ 
in its budget, 
although 
this has 
been difficult to do at times. The 
present revenues of this Village are 
not antple enough to cover more 
than the absolutely necessary run­ 
ning expenses and this should be 
apparent to any one who is fam il­ 
iar with the present day tax situa­ 
tion and who has taken the trouble ; 
to read the financial reports of this 
Village published in your newspa­ 
per at the end of each fiscal year. 
The collections from vehicle li-^ 
yenses for the past two fiscal years 
amounted to $4,777.35 for the two 
years and the disbursements for 
upkeep and cleaning of the streets j 
totaled $5,233.70 for those yp r s ,’ 
representing an excess of $456.35 
over vehicle license income. 
It is true that the Board makes 
a small tax levy for streets an d : 
drainage purposes, 
on the other j 
hand we are also faced’with unpaid i 
bills for substantial amounts hand­ 
ed down fiom former administra­ 
tions that we are gradually paying 
off'. 
If the policy of this Board in 
attempting to keep within its in -' 
come is not what certain people de­ 
sire, we can only recommend that at 
the next Village election men be 
elected that can be persuaded to 
incur expenses that cannot be paid. 
This Board will not operate un­ 
der an unbalanced budget no mat­ 
ter how much criticism may be di­ 
rected against it. Furthermore, the 
Palatine Enterprise has 
not been 
authorized by the Board to handle 
complaints directed ag ainst the Vil­ 
lage. If any one desires to use the 
Enterprise for the purpose of mak­ 
ing complaints about the Board or 
any of its members, we feel that 
is perfectly proper, but that the 
article should at least be signed by 
the one malting the complaint. 
With reference to the editor’s

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE

Under this plan 
all pupils will pay a fiat rental 
fee for all “hard cover” textbooks, 
and the texts will be owned by the 
school. To illustrate the difference 
in cost between the two systems, 
jie average cost of new books for 
ur years of hi'jh school which is 
2.00 should be compared with 
$f2.00 which the rental system 
will 
cost parents, if the yearly fee is 
$3 .00 per year per pupil. Under the 
rental plan it is expected and en­ 
forced that a book will last three 
years, when it can be destroyed and 
a new one purchased, and those pu­ 
pils who take more than one year 
irom the life of a book will be re­ 
quired to pay for the extra w^ear 
due to carelessness or misuse. 
In order to help finance the new 
system, it will be necessary to buy 
all serviceable books from present 
pupils in June, paying all pupils, 
except seniors, with certificates 
which will be taken up in Septem­ 
ber as all or part of the next year’s 
rental fee. 'ihis will really be a 
freat advantage to parents, as a 
arge portion 
of the 
pupils sell 
their books in June and have spent 
the money before school starts in 
^ptem ber. 
Seniors 
graduating 
will be paid in cash for all of their 
used textbooks. 
One advantage in the rental plan 
which the school authorities espec­ 
ially favor, is the fact that there is 
absolutely no sale for 
textbooks, 
and there is therefore no incentive 
to keep books which are lost or 
mislaid by others. For this reason 
all books which are to be used in 
the school must be sold to the sys­ 
tem this June, and no credit can 
be given to anyone owning part of 
the needed books in September as 
the required number of books will 
be purchased during the summer 
for the number of pupils registered 
in all subjects. 
It has been proven 
during the 
past ten years, while books have 
been sold at cost to pupils, that no 
new books were sold until the sup­ 
ply of used ones was exhausted; but 
in the event that some pupil should 
want to buy all new books, these 
could be ordered through the school 
or purchased at any bookstore else­ 
where. Inasmuch as books will be 
provided for the number of pupils 
registered in each class, it will be 
impiissible 
to ^ permit wholesale 
changing of class schedules, next

A: He m ust hav e resided in the 
State of Illinois for fiv e years wdth- 
in the nine years immediately pre­ 
ceding his application for old age 
assistance and during the last year 
it is required that he shall hav e re­ 
sided in the State continuously. 
3. Q: Must an applicant be a cit­ 
izen of the UnitfHl States? 


A: Yes. 
4. Q: May a person who is an in­ 
mate of a municipal, county , state 
3r national institution receiv e old 
age assistance? 


A: No, but a person who is an 
inmate or being maintained by any 
municipal, county, state or national 
institution may apply for assistance 
to be granted after he has ceased 
to be an inmate of any such insti­ 
tution, and assistance may be paid 
such person for one month prior to 
his leav ing such institution.

Q: May a person who has an 
income receiv e assistance? 


A: Yes, if he has not sufficient 
income to prov ide a reasonable sub­ 
sistence compatible wuth decency 
and health— not more than $30.00 
per month—he may receiv e old age 
assistance.
